Despite national results, 
Canadian Alliance support 
was evident in the 
consitutency of Wildrose. 

MP Myron Thompson, 
who has served two consecu¬ 
tive terms, will once again 
represent the area for a third 
term. 

Thompson took top hon¬ 
ours in Wildrose with unof¬ 
ficially 85% of the vote. 

Thompon was at a CA 
gathering in Calgary on 
Monday evening and says 
that he was very pleased 
with his victory. 

“The people in Wildrose 
want a change,” he said. 

According to the polls, it 
was an easy win for 
Thompson, who went up 
against four other area can¬ 
didates: Liberal Brian 

Mahoney, NDP Anne Wilson, 
PC Truper McBride and In¬ 
dependent Garnet Hammer. 

Although Thompson was 
pleased with his personal 
gain, he was disappointed 
with the national counts. 

“I’m really frustrated 
about this election result,” 
he said. 

Thompson is especially 
displeased with the Liberal 
majority that Canada once 
again sees.

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Many initiatives discussed at 
Town of Didsbury retreat

During what seems to have 
become a yearly event, Dids¬ 
bury Town Council spent two 
days in Canmore discussing 
issues that are effecting the 
community. 

CAO Evan Parliament says 
that the retreat, held Nov. 14 
and 15, was very successful 
again this year. 

"There were two days that 
you roll up your sleeves and 
put your heads together," said 
Parliament. 

He says that such retreats 
are a vital part of a well-func¬ 
tioning council. 

"Retreats are absolutely nec¬ 
essary," he said. "It allows 
council to get away and focus 
on Town issues without any 
interruptions." 

Parliament says that a 
number of issues were ham¬ 
mered out at this past retreat, 
as well, a variety of new initia¬ 
tives were put on the table. 

The Town of Didsbury 
budget is always an item on 
the retreat agenda. This year 
they discussed the three-year 
budget. 

Parliament says that coun¬ 
cil has made a decision con¬ 
cerning taxes this year. 

When Didsburians get their 
taxes next spring, they can 
expect to see a split residential 
millrate, which will show both 
the operations and debt retire¬ 
ment side of where their taxes 
are going. 

"It tells people how much 
money is going towards debt 
retirement and reserve re¬ 
placement and how much is 
going towards operation.;. It's 
disclosure," he said. 

Parliament expects that the 
residential millrate for the 


2001 tax year will remain at 
10 again. Eighty percent of 
that figure will go towards 
operations and 20% will go 
towards debt reduction and 
reserve replacement. 

"The reason for this is that 
council wants to educate the 
people," he said. 

Another issue discussed by 
council was what to do with 
the parking lot where the ga¬ 
zebo once was situated. 

Parliament says that a flag¬ 
pole, up to 90 feet high, is 
going to be erected there and 
then a flower garden and some 
other landscaping done 
around it. 

"It's going to be our new 
landmark," said Parliament. 

He assures the community 
that this will not affect the 
number of parking stalls that 
are currently available in this 
area. 

Train whistle cessation was 
another item on the agenda 
for council to discuss. 

Parliament says that the 
Town is planning an open 
house in the new year to which 
representatives from both 
Canadian Pacific Railways and 
Transport Canada will be in¬ 
vited. 

As well, it will give the com¬ 
munity an opportunity to 
speak up about the whistle 
and become informed about 
the rules to stop the whistle. 

Parliament says that coun¬ 
cil also discussed putting up a 
new community sign at the 
main entrance to Didsbury. 

This sign will be a profes¬ 
sional job, with all Didsbury's 
service groups and churches 
listed on it for no charge. 

Also, the Town will be 
working with the Chamber of 


Commerce to sell advertising 
space on the sign to local busi¬ 
nesses. 

Parliament is hoping this 
sign will be up next spring. 

Council is planning to host 
another open house in the new 
year to discuss the future of 
the Didsbury Museum. 

"We want to let people know 
the status of the Museum and 
what peril shape they are ac¬ 
tually in," he said. 

"The Museum is in big trou¬ 
ble and it cannot continue in 
its present form." 

The Town will also be meet¬ 
ing with Chinook's Edge School 
Division #73 and Mountain 
View County to discuss this 
issue. 

Renovations to the existing 
Multi-Purpose Room at the 
Memorial Complex was also 
discussed by council. 

They have decided that over 
the next three years $75,000 
per year will be put in a re¬ 
serve for this restructuring. 

Parliament is encouraging 
user groups to get involved in 
this project as well. 

"We need some seed money," 
he said, and mentioned that 
the Town is applying for 
$800,000 under the 2005 
Legacy Grant funding. 

Parliament said that an¬ 
other issue that was talked 
about was that of Town Coun¬ 
cil meetings. 

He says that effective Jan. 
1, 2001, meetings will be held 
once a month on the third 
Wednesday of each month. 

Parliament encourages any 
residents interested in more 
information on the retreat to

County concerned 
about hunting near 
town limits

Hunting too close to town limits has become a problem 
in Didsbury. 

At their meeting last Wednesday, the Mountain View 
County council received information that several residents 
are concerned about hunting near the limits of the Town of 
Didsbury. 

These five residents are encouraging the County to ban 
hunting within a one-and-a-half to two mile radius around 
Didsbury, and have spoken to Councillor Dave Derksen 
regarding this. 

Subsequently, Derksen has contacted 10 of the 13 
landholders surrounding the Didsbury town limits and all 
have agreed to post signs that would disallow hunting on 
their properties. 

He had also spoke to the Town of Didsbury regarding 
their posting signs on the two parcels they own along the 
town limits. They agreed to put signs up as well. 

Derksen suggested that the County be responsible for 
acquiring the signage and posting them, and that the signs 
could be put up this summer in advance of next year's 
hunting season. 

A debate then occurred regarding how the signs legally 
had to be placed, the intervals at which to place them and 
where they needed to be placed. 

Acting Reeve Ben Penner suggested that the County 
contact Alberta Fish and Wildlife to explore the regulations 
before council made a decision on the matter. 

He also suggested to get input from all the Towns within 
the County, and to not limit this idea to just Didsbury. 

Councillor Derksen moved that administration look into 
the matter and to talk to Fish and Wildlife. 

This motion was carried unanimously.

But, I 
ask that you also keep your 
eyes peeled for this important 
survey so it won’t be forgotten 
in the hustle and bustle of 
Christmas.

The government wants to 
hear from you on the province’s 
fiscal direction after the debt is 
paid off. Your input has helped 
set this government’s agenda 
over the past eight years and 
today, because of your forward 
thinking and hard work, we 
lead the nation in our debt re¬ 
payment and economic growth. 
It’s Your Money contains some 
very important questions for 
you to consider, questions that 
will help this province define a 
new course for the future, so 
speak out, we’re listening. 

After this year’s debt alloca¬ 
tion is made, the province’s 
debt will shrink to $8 billion.

By-law 94-8 

The owner of a dog running or being at large is guilty of an 
offence. The fine is $100.00. 

If a dog defecates on property which is not the Owner’s 
property, the owner shall clean up the defacation and dispose of 
it in a sanitary manner. If the owner fails to do so, the owner is 
guilty of an offence. The fine is $100.00. 

The owner of any dog which resides in the town and is over six 
(6) months old, shall obtain a Dog License. The fine for an 
unlicensed dog is $75.00. 

If a dog is running at large, is picked up and the owner cannot 
be located, the Town now sends the animals to Alberta Animal 
Services in Red Deer. They are kept for 96 hours. After that time 
if the owner cannot be located, the animal becomes the property 
of Alberta Animal Serivces. So be sure to have a current dog tag 
on your dog.

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Who to trust? 


"Ladies Night" leads to FAS 


Dear Editor, 

The Virginia-based National Taxpayers Union (NTU) has 
completed a survey of state ballot “initiatives” from the recent US 
election and found that taxpayers are - again - making gains. Gains 
- and the process that gave rise to them - that Canadians can only 
observe with envy. 

By way of background, “initiative” is a process that allows for 
the passage of laws via referendum brought on by a citizen petition. 
At best, it’s an alien concept in Canada, at worst, it’s one step 
removed from the end of civilization as we know it. More about that 
later. 

NTU Vice-President Pete Sepp reports that voters in nearly a 
dozen states opted to trim, cap, or reform entirely their own 
systems of taxing and spending. For example: 

• Massachusetts voters passed, 59 percent-49 percent, an 
initiative to reduce the state’s personal income tax rate to 5 percent 
by 2003; 

• Two states overwhelmingly adopted sweeping changes in 
their methods of taxing automobiles that will result in signifi¬ 
cantly lower levies (Montana, 58 percent-42 percent, and South 
Carolina, 84 percent-16 percent); 

• Two states also voted to repeal and ban state inheritance taxes 
(Montana, 67 percent-33 percent, and South Dakota, 79 percent- 
21 percent); 

• Louisiana residents rejected (62 percent-38 percent) a refer¬ 
endum to repeal the current federal income tax deduction they may 
take against state income taxes; and 

• Although Arizona voters O.K.’d a proposal to raise state sales 
taxes by 6/10 of one cent, the increase is partially offset by limits 
on local property taxes. 

Like our American neighbours, tax cuts are an issue in the 
current federal election campaign. However, there are a few very 
important differences. 

For starters, tax cuts that result from the initiative process are 
citizen-driven rather than politician-driven. One need look no 
further than the recent leaders’ debate to understand how that 
concept is embraced by the political elite of our country. 

NDP leader, Alexa McDonough, called citizen-initiated referen- 
dums “cowardly and reprehensible.” Joe Clark described them as 
a “dangerous mechanism.” And Jean Chretien called the “divi¬ 
sive” adding that referendums “break families and villages and 
communities.” And although Stockwell Day supports the initia¬ 
tive process, he does so apologetically at best. 

In Canada, the preferred option has been tax cuts dispensed 
through the “trust me” approach (read: “elect me and we will 
eliminate da GST”). Even if Canadians elect a leader committed to 
a specific tax cut it is far from certain that it will ever materialize. 

The opposite is true under the initiative process. Once an 
initiative “wins” taxpayers and voters can be assured that the 
desired result will take effect. In other words, voting for or against 
a specific initiative is guaranteed to produce something much more 
tangible than a nebulous promise. 

Novel concept that, and perhaps the best explanation as to why 
the political elite in our country has so much contempt for the idea. 

Their view is one that says while voters are smart enough to 
elect them; those same voters cannot possibly be trusted to 
contemplate policy issues such as taxes. This writer suggests the 
outcome of that attitude is plain to see.

Dear Editor, 

Albertans are outraged over 
the brutal beating in Edmonton 
of a “Child Who Had No Chance” 
(media, Nov. 5) - a boy who was 
so savagely beaten his head was 
crushed and he was unrecogniz¬ 
able. He was so desperate to 
make friends he ran with the 
wrong crowd. Trouble followed 
him since the day he was born 
and his case is typical of those 
born with Fetal Alcohol Syn¬ 
drome (FAS). 

FAS attacks the central nerv¬ 
ous system of the unborn and 
their brain is damaged forever. It 
is caused by pregnant women 
who drink alcohol - and many 
young women are vulnerable to 
FAS symptoms before they even 
know they are pregnant. Half of 
those born with FAS have and 
IQ under 70 and all have perma¬ 
nent behavioural problems. 
Many make bad decisions, try to 
fit in with others, many of whom 
prey on these people. 
(Streissguth, et al, 1991). 

Yet we have in this province 
an Alberta Liquor “Out of Con¬ 
trol” Board that allows bars to 
promote the consumption of al¬ 
cohol among young women by 
sponsoring “Ladies Night,” 
which affords them cheap drinks. 
Recently a contest was held in a 
Calgary strip bar every Friday 
(featuringtotally nude male strip¬ 
pers) that drew hundreds of 
young women in to consume al¬ 
cohol with the promise that, if 
they attended six times, they 
could enter their name in a draw 
for $3,000 which could be used 
for breast augmentation. The 
unscrupulous bar operator called 
this a “little fun.” Did he know 
that not even one, of the hun¬ 
dreds of young women he was 
serving alcohol to, was pregnant? 
This may not be “fun” for the 
unborn who may come into the 
world with FAS, the most insidi¬ 
ous birth defect known. 

While the Klein government 
wallows in an unprecedented 
surplus, it has allocated $350,000 
for FAS problems (Nov./99). This 
amount would cover 1/4 the 
amount Alberta taxpayers are 
paying for the care of only one 


FAS child. Alberta Child Serv¬ 
ices state that every child born 
with FAS here costs taxpayers 
$1.5 million for health care, So¬ 
cial Services, and all too often, 
criminal confinement. One in 
three children in Alberta provin¬ 
cial care - that is 3,000 - suffer 
serious FAS effects. It is esti¬ 
mated there are 5,000 school 
children in Alberta with FAS 
(ibid). A study in Manitoba found 
that half of the young offenders 
in custody there suffered brain 
damage caused by FAS. 


An irresponsible Ralph Klein 
government should bear in mind 
that the Supreme Court of 
Canada has ruled that each prov¬ 
ince can regulate its own bar¬ 
room entertainment. It should, 
therefore, stop this day such rep¬ 
rehensible promotion of alcohol 
among young women is strip 
bars. Fingers could then not be 
pointed, accusing them of help¬ 
ing promote FAS among inno¬ 
cent, unfortunate children.

The Wheatland Communi¬ 
ties Crisis Society has been in 
operation for eight years.

Shelter: A temporary resi¬ 
dential service for adults and 
children experiencing family 
violence. 

Individual and group coun¬ 
selling is available along with 
referrals to housing, legal, and 
medical services. An early in¬ 
tervention child counsellor 
provides information and sup¬ 
port and a child care worker 
provides activities for the chil¬ 
dren in the shelter. Transpor¬ 
tation to the shelter can be 
arranged. 

Outreach: Individual and 
group counselling is available 
for those who do not require 
residential services but can 
benefit from counselling, sup¬ 
port, information and refer¬ 
rals. Services are available to 
adults and children in their 
communities. 

Crisis Line: A toll-free 24- 
hour telephone crisis line is 
available to the community. 

Public education: Pres¬

Canadians know the lim¬ 
its, and generally avoid 
drinking and driving. But 
many don’t know what the 
penalties are, and few be¬ 
lieve they are being applied. 

Last June, Parliament en¬ 
acted a change to the Crimi¬ 
nal Code to allow a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of life in prison 
for impaired driving causing 
death. 

Yet an Environics poll 
commissioned by the Canada 
Safety Council found that 65 
per cent of Canadians - 56 
per cent of men and 74 per 
cent of women - think Cana¬ 
da’s impaired driving laws 
are not strict enough. 

“We doubt Canadians want 
the death penalty for im¬ 
paired driving,” said Canada 
Safety Council president 
Emile Therien. 

“A lot of people don’t real¬ 
ize the law is already very 
strict.” 

Of those surveyed, 62 per 
cent knew they could be 
charged with a criminal 
offense if their blood alcohol 
concentration (BAC) exceeds 
.08. 

A further 26 per cent 
thought .05 was the limit. 
The Canada Safety Council 
finds it encouraging that 88 
per cent know the limit or 
err on the side of caution. 

The Criminal Code sec¬ 
tions on impaired driving 
were recently toughened. If 
the punishments were in¬ 
creased as a deterrent, rea¬ 
soned Therien, they will fail 
unless people know the new 
penalties. 

Only four in 10 correctly 
believed a first-time impaired 
driving conviction brings a 
minimum $600 find and one 
year driving prohibition. 
(That penalty was increased 
in June 1999, from a $300 
fine and three month sus¬ 
pension.) 

Only two in 10 correctly 
believed that life in prison is 
the maximum penalty for im¬ 
paired driving causing death. 
(Prior to June 2000, it was 
14 years.) 

Ironically, better educated 
respondents were less likely 
to know the penalties than 
those with lower levels of 
education. 

On top of this, most re¬ 
spondents didn’t think our 
courts make drunk driving 
charges stick. 

One in four thought less 
than 25 per cent of charges 
result in convictions. 

Only one in 10 correctly 
answered that over 75 per 
cent of charges result in con¬ 
victions. 

Of all criminal charges, 
impaired driving has the 
highest conviction rate - 77 
per cent nationally in 1998, 
including guilty pleas and 
those found guilty after trial. 

Over 40 per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they’d been 
stopped by police in the past 


year to check for impaired 
driving. Residents of British 
Columbia (67 per cent) and 
in particular Vancouver (71 
per cent) were most likely to 
have gone through a road¬ 
side check. 

“Visible, effective enforce¬ 
ment is a proven tool in the 
fight against impaired driv¬ 
ing,” said Therien. 

“If people believe they will 
be caught, they are far less 
likely to offend. 

When the chance of being 
caught is 40 per cent, the 
police are doing a very good 
job.” 

Seventy per cent of Cana¬ 
dians said they never drive 
after drinking any amount 
of alcohol. 

Respondents in the Atlan¬ 
tic provinces were least likely 
to drink and drive. Accord¬ 
ing to the Canada Safety 
Council, this confirms that 
social drinkers have gotten 
the message. 

“Behaviour patterns have 
changed,” concluded 


Therien. “If they’re going to 
be drinking, most people 
plan ahead not to drive.” 

“We’ve come a long way in 
the fight against drinking 
and driving in changing the 
behaviour of most Canadi¬ 
ans,” said Mark Yakabuski, 
Vice President of the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada. 

“But there is still a lot to 
be done to reach repeat of¬ 
fenders and to further en¬ 
forcement of impaired driv¬ 
ing legislation.” 

Forty-one per cent of men 
but only 18 per cent of women 
admitted to driving after 
drinking any amount of al¬ 
cohol. 

The fact that men are more 
likely than women to drink 
and drive is reflected in 1998 
statistics that show eight 
men were charged with im¬ 
paired driving for every 
woman. 

Less than one per cent of 
respondents admitted to 
drinking before driving sev¬ 
eral times a week. 


This is in line with re¬ 
search that identifies hard 
core drinking drivers as the 
less than one per cent of driv¬ 
ers who cause a dispropor¬ 
tionate number of road 
crashes, injuries and deaths. 

Five per cent said they 
drive after drinking every 
week or two. 

Of the total six per cent 
who regularly drink and 
drive, most were men (77 per 
cent) and over 1/3 had a uni¬ 
versity degree. 

“The test of any law is its 
perceived effectiveness,” com¬ 
mented Environics Vice 
President Chris Baker. 

“Although Canadians are 
changing their behaviours in 
a positive direction, many 
believe those charged with 
impaired driving stand a good 
chance of evading conviction. 
That is clearly not the case.” 

Baker noted the poll shows 
a misconception of how the 
justice system applies the 
law, which may undermine 


public confidence that gov¬ 
ernments are taking the prob¬ 
lem of impaired driving seri¬ 
ously. 

“Canadians need to know 
the law is very effective in its 
application,” he said. 

In 1998, crashes involv¬ 
ing drinking drivers killed 
986 people. 

Drinking drivers were in¬ 
volved in 3,382 serious in¬ 
jury crashes. 

The Environics Research 
Group surveyed 2,088 Cana¬ 
dians between September 25 
and October 16, 2000. 

Nationally, the results are 
accurate to within +/- 2.2 
per cent, 19 times out of 20 
times. 

The Canada Safety Coun¬ 
cil commissioned the poll, 
with financial support from 
Justice Canada, the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada, the 
Motorcycle and Moped Indus¬ 
try Council and the Driving 
School Association of On¬ 
tario.

Everybody loves a rodeo, and the I 
Canadian Finals Rodeo, held in con¬ 
junction with FarmFair in Edmonton, 
is among the best gatherings of cow- I 
boys and cowgirls in North America, i 
Several local cowboys are talented 
enough to participate in the CFR, and 
even a few cowgirls. 

None of them are as young as nine | 
year old Shelby Cummings of Water 
Valley, a very talented athlete who has 
chosen Trick Riding as her rodeo sport, 
and who rode in the opening ceremo¬ 
nies at the CFR. 

“I wasn’t nervous,” she says with a 
smile. “It was exciting with the people 
following me for autographs.” Trick 
Riding began in the early 1900s as a 
competitive rodeo event, and has evolved 
into an entertainment many would love 
to do, but simply don’t have the cour¬ 
age. Shelby performs her acrobatics on 

the back of her 20 year old quarterhorse, Sweet Tivio. Trick Riders need a horse that can 
run fast and steady, with a good temperament, and Sweet Tivio is all that. 

“They practice in our outdoor arena at home,” says mom Gail, “and up till the CFR, we 
were out every night for one or two hours,” adds Shelby, “sometimes in the dark.” 

Gail adds, “practicing in our arena with the yard lights was good though, because the 
horse was not spooked by the spotlights at the CFR then.” Shelby only started Trick Riding 
a few months ago, under the guidance of trainer Jennifer O’Neil. She also gets assistance 
from friend Peggy Wigton, who makes Shelby’s costumes. 

This is a lot of work for a young girl who includes figure skating, hockey, swimming and 
running among her many other pursuits. Even more surprising is that Shelby only just 
started Trick Riding this spring. Her mentor, Niki Cammaert, a member of the ElecTrick 
Riders who performed at the Calgary Stampede this year, worked with Shelby before some 
of her other performances this summer. 

“I rode in the Sundre Pro Rodeo, then Strathmore and Didsbury, and Cochrane,” says

Focus on 


the Family 


QUESTION: What do you consider to be the greatest 
threat to the stability of families today? 

DR. DOBSON: It would be a phenomenon that every 
marriage counselor deals with regularly. The scenario 
involves a vulnerable woman who depends on her hus¬ 
band to meet her emotional needs and a workaholic man 
who has little time for family responsibilities. Year after 
year she reaches for him and finds he’s not there. She 
nags, complains, cries and attacks him for his failures, to 
no avail. He is carrying the load of three men in his 
business or profession and can’t figure out how to keep 
that enterprise going while providing what his wife needs. 
As time goes by, she becomes increasingly angry, which 
drives him even further into his workaday world. He is 
respected and successful there. And thereafter he is even 
less accessible to her. Then one day, to her husband’s 
shock, this woman reaches a breaking point and either 
leaves him for someone else or files for divorce. It is a 
decision she may live to regret and one that often devas¬ 
tates her children — although by then, the marriage is 
long gone. It was such a preventable disaster, but one that 
millions of other families will be victimized by in coming 
years. 

QUESTION: Are there productive ways older people 
can remain mentally alert as their bodies age? Is mental 
decline inevitable in the golden years? 

DR. DOBSON: If you live long enough, there will be 
some loss of intellectual acuity. There is, however, much 
that a person can do to postpone that deterioration. An 
article in Family Circle magazine suggested five ways to 
maintain healthy minds through the aging process. The 
first rule is to “use it or lose it.” The human brain isn’t 
like a calculator that you can plug in and leave idle for a 
year and find it working just as well when we return. It 
must have constant use and regular input of sensory 
information. Second, proper brain function is dependent 
on a balanced diet with ample supplies of all the essential 
nutrients. Third is exercise. Every organ of the body 
benefits from physical activity, including the package of 
neural matter with which we think. Fourth are regular 
physical examinations and good health care. Untreated 
disease processes can affect us physically and mentally. 
Finally, the fifth way to keep our brains healthy is by 
having an active social life. Being sick, isolated and alone 
is a prescription for rapid mental decline. Unfortunately, 
many older citizens are unable to implement these five 
suggestions for one reason or another. Some are alone 
and have no one to talk to. Others lack the resources for 
good medical care and healthy nutrition. That’s why 
those of us in the younger generation owe today’s seniors 
our time and attention. They cared for us when we were 
frail and helpless. Now it’s our time to return the favor. 

QUESTION: Our 14-year-old recently came to my 
husband and me to say, “I’m pregnant.” Nothing has ever 
upset us more than hearing those words. What should our 
attitude toward her be now? 

DR. DOBSON: Responding to a teen-age pregnancy is 
one of the most difficult trials parents are ever asked to 
face. When the news breaks, it’s reasonable to feel anger 
at the girl who has brought this humiliation and pain into 
her life. How dare this kid do something so stupid and 
hurtful to herself and the entire family! 

Once you have caught your breath, however, a more 
rational and loving response is appropriate. This is no 
time for recrimination. 

Your daughter needs your understanding and wisdom 
now more than ever. She’ll face many important decisions 
in the next few months, and you can’t afford to alienate 
yourselves from her. 

If you can summon a measure of strength and love at 
this stressful time, you should be able to create the bond 
that often develops between those who have survived a 
crisis together.

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How to change abusive 
behaviour in your relationship

One of the central themes 
in abusive relationships is 
blame. 

The abuser blames their 
partner for provoking the vio¬ 
lence. 

They may also blame stress 
or alcohol for their abusive 
behaviour. 

The abused person feels re¬ 
sponsible for the actions of the 
abuser. 

Behind the blaming are feel¬ 
ings of helplessness. The 
abuser and the abused partner 
feel powerless to stop their 
violent behaviour. 

To do so requires profes¬ 
sional help. 

Changing abusive patterns 
is a long-term process. Accord¬ 
ing to the Men’s Crisis Service 
in Calgary, treatment takes 
six or more months to com¬ 
plete. 

If treatment is not finished 
very little will change. There 
may be less violence, but the 
attitude towards family life will 
likely be the same. 

Statistics show that half of 
the men who promise to get 
treatment do not make it past 
two appointments because: 

• They do not want to 
change. 

• They cannot handle their 
feelings of guilt or shame. 

• They are afraid to admit 
they have a problem. 

• They believe it is her fault. 

• They feel one or two ses¬ 
sions are enough. 

• They think they can do it 
themselves. 

• They drop out because 
their partner comes home. 

Statistics show that abuse 
will not stop, but will prob¬ 


ably get worse unless the abu¬ 
sive partner: 

• admits reponsibility for 
the abuse 

• wants to stop 

• learns new ways of coping 
with feelings 

• learns to repect their part¬ 
ner 

• agrees that their partner 
is not reponsible for the abuse 

• gives up attempts to con¬ 


trol their partner. 

If there is physical abuse or 
the threat of it, it is recom¬ 
mended couples go separately 
for counselling. 

There are a variety of treat¬ 
ment groups for all members 
of the family.

CWB bulletin 

At a glance 

• The CWB today announced it has accepted 100 per cent of 
the wheat, barley, No. 1 and No. 2 durum with 13 per cent and 
higher protein and variety-specific durum wheat offered by 
farmers under 2000-01 Series A contracts. Due to large interna¬ 
tional and Canadian supplies of lower-protein durum, 60 per cent 
of No. 1 and No. 2 durum with less than 13 per cent protein and 
No. 3, No. 4, and No. 5 durum was accepted. Farmers have the 
opportunity to offer their grain for delivery under contracts four 
times during the crop year. The CWB announces an acceptance 
level after it assesses the amount of grain offered under contract 
and the market demand for that grain. The next contract, Series 
B, has a sign-up deadline of December 29, 2000. 

• The CWB will release its November Pool Return Outlook 
(PRO) for the 2000-01 crop year on Thursday, November 23 at 
2:00 p.m. Winnipeg time. 

From elevator to port 

• Four companies again participated in the tendering process 
for rail cars this past week. Southwest Terminal (Gull Lake, SK), 
Mid-Sask Terminal (Watrous, SK), Northwest Terminal (Unity, 
SK), and Terminal 22 Inc. (Balcarres, SK) were awarded a total 
of 250 railcars for movement of wheat and durum to Thunder 
Bay, Prince Rupert and Vancouver. 

• Rail car unloads of all grains at Vancouver for week 16 (week 
ending November 19) were 3,621 compared to 3,189 last week. 
Rail car unloads at Thunder Bay totaled 1,794 cars, down from 
1,883 last week. Unloads at Prince Rupert were 286, compared 
to 377 a week ago. 

• Primary elevator space in the week ending November 12 was 
20 per cent, up from 19 per cent the previous week. Primary 
elevator space by province is as follows: Manitoba - 21 per cent, 
Saskatchewan - 18 per cent, Alberta 23 per cent. 

FOB forward 

• The CWB will be calling for delivery of grain with fusarium 
damage into the elevator system on a controlled basis to ensure 
customers’ quality requirements are met. Although all Series A 
wheat and barley has been accepted and will be moved before the 
end of the year, it may not be called as quickly from areas of 
Manitoba with larger quanitites of fusarium.

ffial shows promosing results 


Waste management plans are 
a big priority for operations like 
Northlands Park in Edmonton, 
where approximately 14,000 
tonnes of bedding material are 
generated every year from the 
barns. Looking for management 
options, Northlands began 
working with Ecomark Ltd. in 
1999 to develop a process to use 
the bedding material to improve 
agricultural soils. 

“This intiative resulted in a 
joint composting pilot project 
developed in cooperation with 
Bill Prins of Prins Feedlot near 
Gibbons,” explains Carrie Selin, 
provincial program specialist 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Prins Feedlot provided the 
site, equipment and labour for 
the composting project, as well 
as raw feedlot manure. Project 
partners include Northlands, 
Prins Feedlot, Agrium, Alberta 
Agriculture, Alberta Environ¬ 
mentally Sustainable Agricul¬ 
ture Program, Ecomark Ltd., 
and County of Sturgeon. 

“After receiving approval for 
the waste management plan and 
site, the pilot project was set up 
at the feedlot,” says Selin. “The 
trials consisted of 10 piles con¬ 
taining different mixtures of 
composting materials, including 
Northlands bedding material, 
raw feedlot manure and chicken 
manure.” 

The trials compared piles of 
single types of raw materials, to 


piles of combinations, such as 
raw feedlot manure mixed with 
bedding material. The trial 
windrows were 10 metres long, 
2 to 3 metres wide, and 1 to 1.5 
metres high. Phosphogypsum, 
supplied by Agrium, was also 
added to some of the trial piles 
to determine whether the addi¬ 
tion would enhance composting 
and reduce odour. 

“We focused the process of 
technology that farmers would 
have readily available, and used 
a front-end loader for turning 
the piles,” explains Paul 
Schouten, formerly a biologist 
with Ecomark Ltd. “The piles 
were turned every two weeks. 
Phosphogypsum, a dry powdery 
product, was added to the com¬ 
post piles at a rate of 20 per cent 
by weight of the compost mix¬ 
ture at the beginning of the 
trials.” 

“During the pilot project, 
various measurements and ob¬ 
servations were made,” says 
Selin. “Data loggers measured 
temperature twice an hour and 
provided an average tempera¬ 
ture at the end of the day for 
each pile. Odour and other 
physical aspects of the compost 
piles were also recorded.” 

The pilot project has just 
finished and data analysis is 
underway. The economic analy¬ 
sis will be completed this win¬ 
ter. The final results and analy¬ 
sis for the pilot project should 
establish which materials re¬ 
sult in optimal compost mixes. 


Preliminary results show 
that composting on-site, and 
including phosphogypsum to 
reduce odours during the 
processing, can be a benefit. 
Composting reduces the volume 
and results in an effective soil 
amendment. When compared to 
spreading raw manure, the 
composted product contains 
more readily available nutrients 
and has no odour when spread. 

Some mixtures with higher 
carbon/nitrogen ratios 

composted much more quickly 
and should result in a better end 
product than individual raw 
materials. The relative amounts 
of carbon (C) and nitrogen (N) 
affect the composting process. 

With the success of the pilot, 
project partners have decided to 
develop a second phase. 

“All project partners are in¬ 
terested in continuing the 
project and conducting some 
field trials with the different 
types of compost developed in 
the pilot project,” says Schouten. 
“The goal is to evaluate the 
differences in the compost mix¬ 
tures as a soil amendment by 
looking at the whole process. 
We want to determine differ¬ 
ences not only in soil chemistry 
and soil physical properties, but 
also in the soil fauna or biol¬ 
ogy” 

Schouten is hoping the project 
will be extended for five years, 
to get good measurable results. 
The results will be shared with 
farmers. 
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Are Global Positioning Systems cost effective? 


In 1997, the County of 
Camrose began a project 
to demonstrate the practi¬ 
cality of using precision 
farming systems on a field 
scale basis with the use of 
global positioning systems 
(GPS) in day-to-day farm 
operations. 

“The project was estab¬ 
lished to look at whether 
or not precision farming 
and GPS were practical 
and to determine if the 
benefits, lower input costs 
and reduced environmen¬ 
tal impacts outweigh the 
costs,” explains Charlotte 
Mathieu, assistant agri¬ 
cultural fieldman, 
Camrose. 

The project is on a quar¬ 
ter section in the central 
part of the County, and is 
farmed by the cooperator 
using his regular farming 
equipment. The seeding 
equipment includes a 40- 
foot Flexi-Coil 6000 with 
Barton openers and cou¬ 
pled to a 50 series grain 
tank, the combines are 


John Deere 9600 equipped 
with straight cut headers. 

“Four transects were 
selected in the field repre¬ 
senting overall field topog¬ 
raphy. Three landscape 
positions in each transect 
were positioned using GPS 
- upper, mid and lower 
slope,” says Annette 
Svederus, resource man¬ 
agement research techni¬ 
cian with conservation 
and development, Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development. “Soil 
and crop sampling, includ¬ 
ing soil classification, soil 
structure, soil texture, fer¬ 
tility, moisture and crop 
yield, is done at each of 
the measurement points. 
These same measurement 
points are relocated each 
year, so we have a base¬ 
line to use and measure 
annual soil and crop sam¬ 
ples against.” 

For the project, the co- 
operator’s in-kind contri¬ 
bution was the GPS sys¬ 
tem, including computer 


Start checking 
canola now 

Just because the crop is in the bin doesn’t mean 
that the job is over. In order to protect the har¬ 
vested crop, producers need to continue to check 
the bins on a regular basis for heating of canola. 

“There are a number of reasons why canola that 
was dry when harvested could be heating from 
excess moisture once it’s in storage,” says Jay 
Byer, cereals and oilseed specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Development, 
Bonnyville. 

Temperature-humidity curve - the hotter 
anything is, the more moisture it can hold and the 
less moisture is expressed in a non-destructive 
moisture test. So, at 25 to 30 degress C, dry canola 
can hold enough moisture to start the spoiling 
process when the bin is cooled to five to 10 degrees. 
This has surprised many producers in the past 
when dry canola was put up in hot temperatures. 

Insect activity - no time to clean out the bin 
before dumping canola into it? If there were a few 
little piles of grain left in the bin over the summer, 
or the bin was not properly cleaned, this can lead to 
an infestation of rusty grain beetle, for example. 
Having those bugs living and breathing in the grain 
crop can not only damage the canola, their respira¬ 
tion can increase the moisture in the bin to danger¬ 
ous levels. 

Borderline dryness - especially at risk is canola 
that was taken off quickly at high moisture because 
it was getting late in the season. Moisture is already 
in an available form and can lead to spoilage quite 
quickly. 

Weedy fields - weedy crops can lead to lots of 
weed seeds in the bin. Often these seeds are higher 
in moisture than the harvested canola. 

“Once the crop is in the bin, nothing can be done 
about its composition except aeration or an expen¬ 
sive grain drying operation,” says Byer. “What a 
producer can do, however, is monitor the bins and 
ensure that a problem is not developing. One easy 
way to monitor harvested crops is to leave a metal 
rod stuck in the lower part of the bin. Most metals 
are good conductors of heat. Feeling to see if the rod 
is warmer than the environment on a regular basis 
will signal if there is a problem. If a problem 
develops, taking a load out of the bottom of the bin 
and dumping it back on top will generally break up 
the area of the crop that is heating.” 

If insects are a problem, it may be necessary to 
keep moving loads of the stored canola or other 
grains until a real cold snap happens. Moving grain 
during this cold snap will kill most of the bugs. 

Protecting the investment in the bin is impor¬ 
tant at this time of lower prices. Remember to keep 
checking stored canola. 


hardware and software for 
the tractor, seeding equip¬ 
ment, yield monitor and 
other components, as well 
as the office computer and 
software. In GPS, satel¬ 
lites transmit signals 
picked up by receivers to 
define the receiver’s loca¬ 
tion. With this 
geo referenced information 
and on-board sensors, 
farm equipment can moni¬ 
tor crop yields and pre¬ 
cisely guide applications 
of crop inputs, such as 
fertilizers and herbicides. 
Other applications in¬ 
cluded crop scouting for 
weeds, scouting for man¬ 
agement areas, and rock 
tagging for pick-up. 

“Our intent was to look 
at the whole system, from 
identifying specific areas 
in the field that have ferti¬ 
lizer nutrient require¬ 
ments and potential weed 
problems, to soil structure 
and drainage concerns,” 
says Mathieu. “This in¬ 
formation is then linked 
with yield monitor data 
from the combine to en¬ 
sure the yield response 
justifies the practice; for 
example changing ferti¬ 
lizer applications for yield 
benefits.” 

This year the project 


focused on comparing 
yield responses and field 
economics with contribu¬ 
tion margins. In 2001, the 
focus will be on variable 
rate herbicides. 

“We applied the recom¬ 
mended fertilizer rate in a 
40-foot wide stip along the 
entire length of the field, 
and then followed with a 
half rate and one and a 
half rate application on 
identical adjacent strips,” 
adds Mathieu. “This was 
done to compare the crop’s 
response to fertilizer be¬ 
tween the low, mid and 
upper slope locations in 
the field. Initial results 
indicate that increasing 
the fertilizer at mid and 
upper slopes can improve 
yields, and reducing the 
fertilizer at lower slope po¬ 
sitions can prevent 
overfertilization.” 

Results from upper 
slope positions also show 
that poor soil quality may 
be more important in re¬ 
ducing crop yields than 
lack of moisture, which is 
often assumed to be the 
limiting factor. 

“Upper slopes have 
more erosion, the topsoil 
and nutrients are often 
eroded into the lower slope 
position,” says Svederus. 


“The soil moisture may be 
available at the upper 
slopes, but the plants 
don’t have the soil and 
nutrients for proper 
growth, therefore unable 
to take advantage of the 
water. Precision farming 
systems can help farmers 
avoid overfertilizing in the 
low, nutrient-rich areas, 
and underfertilizing in the 
upper areas. Proper ferti¬ 
lization is a practice that 
has money-saving poten¬ 
tial.” 

The project is proving 
precision farming can ben¬ 
efit growers by providing 
the highest efficiency of 
yield to input to get the 
best use of fertilizer and 
herbicides, and environ¬ 
mental benefits by ensur¬ 
ing fertilizer is only ap¬ 
plied at rates and in loca¬ 
tions where it will be used. 
The end results are re¬ 
duced input costs to pro¬ 
ducers and reduced risk 
to the environment from 
excess inputs. “The more 
producers know about 
their operation, the better 
off they are financially and 
input wise,” says 
Svederus. 

Results to date show 
that using a precision 
farming system can pro¬ 


vide valuable information 
because it allows the 
farmer to see relationships 
between different pieces of 
data, from annual yield 
maps, to soil maps. 

“Precision farming and 
GPS give the cooperator 
useful information as op¬ 
posed to nice-to-know in¬ 
formation,” says Mathieu. 
“Information collected 
with the proper equipment 
is useful and beneficial 
both from the economic 
standpoint and from the 
environmental and sus¬ 
tainable front. For exam¬ 
ple, the project is quickly 
pointing out that yield 
monitors provide useful in¬ 
formation only if the yield 
data can be related to soil 
types, fertility and other 
factors.” 

This project will con¬ 
tinue for one more year. It 
is a joint project between 
the County of Camrose, 
Ross Agri Supplies, Thirsk 
Seed Farms and the Al¬ 
berta Environmentally 
Sustainable Agriculture 
(AESA) Program. 

Alberta Agriculture’s 
conservation and develop¬ 
ment branch provided 
technical expertise and 
field support to this 
project.

“Unfortunately for them, 
the system is generally 
working very well, so 
there is really little need 
to enter into a new series 
of debates over system re¬ 
form and discuss old is¬ 
sues such as who should 
have a role in grain trans¬ 
portation and who should 
not.” 

Exports of all grains 
are currently 944,000 
tonnes ahead of last year. 

As well, unloads at Van¬ 
couver are currently av¬ 
eraging 3,333 cars per 
week, which is 501 more 
cars than the five-year 
average and at leat 200 
cars per week higher than 
any individual year in that 
five-year period. While it 
is true that 17 ships are 
currently waiting at the 
West Coast, this is a short¬ 
term problem that should 
be solved in the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

In a news release is¬ 
sued today, the WGEA of¬ 
fered a solution to finalize 
details on transportation 
reform. The CWB has in¬ 
dicated it will respond to 
the WGEA proposal within 
a week. The WGEA have 
also put forward some 
ideas during meetings held 
with the CWB on Novem¬ 
ber 1 to 3. 

“During our meetings 
we made significant 
progress and I believe 
some of the ideas that 
were raised during that 
time may be worth pursu¬ 
ing further,” said Adrian 
Measner. 

“However, the propos¬ 
als must meet farmers’ 
needs and be within the 
operating guidelines de¬ 
fined in the government’s 
new transportation legis¬ 
lation and the Memoran¬ 
dum of Understanding 
signed by the CWB and 
the federal government.” 

The legislation put for¬ 
ward by the federal gov¬ 
ernment in May came af¬ 
ter more than two years of 
negotiations. This legis¬ 
lation gave the CWB the 
ability to negotiate con¬ 
tracts directly with the 
railways to ensure ad¬ 
equate rail capacity to 
move its entire volume of 
business and forward plan 
to meet customer de¬ 
mands. 

While Measner has not 
reviewed the WGEA pro¬ 
posal in detail, he did say

Manure is a valuable source ter can be depleted and cause 
of nutrients for growing crops 
on the farm. 

However, manure also con¬ 
tains nutrients, organic mat¬ 
ter and microorganisms that 
can contaminate water 
sources. 

“In some areas a fairly com¬ 
mon practice for cattle pro¬ 
ducers is to feed and bed cattle 
in low sheltered areas beside 
creeks, rivers, lakes or dug- 
outs,” says Bob Buchanan, ag¬ 
ricultural water specialist 
with Alberta Agriculture, 

Food and Rural Development, 

Leduc. 

“The manure accumulation 
at these sites can contribute 
contaminated runoff to these 
water sources during spring 
snowmelt or heavy rainfall 
events. Cattle with unre¬ 
stricted access to water sources 
can contaminate them with 
manure and sediment tram¬ 
pled in from the stream banks. 

Cattle that are allowed con¬ 
tinuous access to streams for 
watering and grazing will 
eventually destroy all the 
rooted vegetation along the 
stream banks and that can 
lead to serious stream bank 
erosion. The sediment dete¬ 
riorates water quality and 
riparian habitat for fish and 
other aquatic life. Some Al¬ 
berta studies have shown that 
even small cow-calf operations 
with fewer than 50 cow-calf 
pairs can impact water qual¬ 
ity.” 

Nutrients like phosphorus 
from manure can rapidly in¬ 
crease the algal growth in dug- 
outs, lakes and rivers. 

For example, there is 
enough phosphorus in one 
cow’s manure for one day to 
cause a significant algal bloom 
in one million litres of dugout 
water. 

This is why the quality of 
dugout water can rapidly de¬ 
teriorate when cattle are al¬ 
lowed direct access to a water 
source. 

When algae die and decom¬ 
pose, dissolved oxygen in wa-

Solid effort bites Kodiaks

Described as a solid effort by 
Olds Grizzlys head coach Brett 
Cox, the Grizzlys took a 6-3 bite 
out of the Camrose Kodiaks in 
AJHL action played at the Olds 
Sportsplex on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 18 before a packed arena of 
hometown faithful fans. 

Rookie Jared Mudryk fired 
his second hat trick of the sea¬ 
son to pace the Grizzlys scoring 
attack, while Dave Erickson, 
Colen Pappas and Jason 
Steenbergen netted singletons 
to round out the Grizzlys efforts 
in blinking the red light. 

Backstopped by an outstand¬ 
ing effort of Netminder Kris 
Tebbs, the Grizzlys held period 
leads of 2-1 and 4-2. 

Perhaps the turning point in 
the game came in the second 
stanza with the Grizzlys lead¬ 
ing 4-2. 

Just minutes after the 
Kodiaks had closed the margin 
to a couple of goals, the Kodiaks 
were awarded a penalty shot 
when one of the Grizzlys 
defencemen gobbled up the loose 
puck in the crease.
